The Postal Cards. 

Hon. E. M. Barber, Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, has issued the fol¬ 
lowing important regulations : 

Prices—Postal cards will be sold for 
one cent each, neither more nor less, 
whether in large quantities or small. 

Uses—The object of the postal card 
is to facilitate letter correspondence and 
provide for the transmission through the 
mails, at a reduced rate of postage, of 
short communications, either printed or

therefore be used for orders, invitations, 
notices, acknowledgements, price lists, 
and other requirements of business and 
social life; and the matter desired to be 
conveyed may be either in wilting, or in 
print, or partially in both. In tlioir | 
treatment as mail matter they are to 
bo regarded by postmasters the same as 
sealed matter, except that in no case will 
reclaimed cards be returned to the writer 
or sent to the dead letter office. If not 
delivered within sixty days (60) from the 
the time of receipt, they will bo burned 
by the postmaster. 

Irregular Cards—An ordinary printed 
business card maybe sent through tho 
mails when prspaid by a one cent post¬ 
age stamp attached ; but such card must 
contain absolutely no written matter ex¬ 
cept the address ; otherwise it will be 
treated as not fully prepaid, and refused 
admission into the mails. 

Counterfeits—All cards different from 
those herein described, with postage 
stamps printed or embossed thereon, and 
purporting to be United States postal 
cards, are counterfeits, and the manufac¬ 
ture of such cards, or the attempt to use 
the same, will subject the offender to a 
fine of fivo hundred dollars or imprison¬ 
ment for five years. 

Spoiled Cards—Postmasters will not, 
under any circumstances, bo permitted 
to redeem or exchange postal cards that 
may bejmisdirected, spoiled in piinting, 
or otherwise unfit for use, in the hands 
of private holders. 

Requisitions—The Department will 
not furnish less than five hundred (500) 
cards on the order of a postmaster. In- 
viduals desiring postal cards will pur¬ 
chase them of a postmaster, as in no case 
can they obtain them upon direct appli¬ 
cation to the department.

I admit that there is an In¬ 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb near 
here, and also admit that Dr. I. L. 
Peet is the principal ; but I must insist 
that thero is no Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb.” 

“Oh! I understand you now. You 
call it an Institution while I call it an 
Asylum .” 

“I prefer to call tilings by their right 
names. The Report you have in your 
hand says “Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb,” and neither you nor I nor any 
ono else has any right to change the 
name ; and you will excuse me if I tell 
you that any ono who changes it from 
Institution to Asylum , only shows bis 
ignorance of tho meaning of the words. 
Deaf-mutes are sent to the Institution to 
be educated, and when they have finished 
their education, as the phrase goes, they 
graduate from tho school just as the 
students graduate from Columbia Col¬ 
lege.’’ 

It is, perhaps, needless to add that the 
stranger was shown the way, not to the 
New York Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb, but to tho Institution, where he 
was, doubtless, politely and satisfactorily 
entertained by the principal; but I think 
there is no danger of hia ever using the 
word Asylum ugain in connection with 
the deaf and dumb.

The awakening of nature has appear¬ 
ed ; our mother earth is already dressed 
with her green and flourishing mantle, 
and the peaceful American farmer starts 
for the field to till the ground for a new 
and abundant harvest. Here are liberty, 
unity and independence; everything is 
in a state of progress and of civilization ; 
and, thanks to the creators of this glo¬ 
rious Commonwealth, the present gener¬ 
ation is enjoying the fruits of the noble 
deeds performed by its ancestors. Really, 
we Americans are a privileged people, 
and the American furmers the most priv¬ 
ileged of all. 

I am well awaro that some deaf-mute 
fanners are not satisfied with their lot, 
and long to seek for employment beyond 
the rail fence. Somehow or other they 
have got tho idea in their heads that 
farming is not respectable, and seem to 
think that even a clerkship is more hon¬ 
orable. Havo they forgotten that Dr. 
Peet was a farmer ? I think not. The 
principal of the Now York Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb owns a farm in 
Dunkirk, N. Y., and because he owns a 
farm he is a farmer, and I know ho is 
as proud of being called a farmer as to 
be called the principal of the Institution, 
for was not Washington a farmer? I 
veiy well remember, a year or two ago, 
my father-in-law asked me what I should 
prefer my boy to become when he grew 
up. “Either the President of the United 
States or a farmer,” replied I. “Better 
let him be a farmer,” replied he. This 
reply needs no comment. I am familiar 
with farm work. I know how to swing 
the scythe and tho cradle, and know 
what it is to sweat over the hoe and the 
-plow ; - but very few of the f ti tuaer w kn ow" 
what it is to be slnitup in a school-room, 
or to be chained to a desk. Tho truth 
is, I do not sympathize with the farmers ; 
no, not I ! But I envy them. The deaf- 
mute farmers are about the only inde¬ 
pendent deaf-mutes in the world; the ex¬ 
ceptions are few, and hardly worthy of 
notice. There are some who style them¬ 
selves “gentlemen,” meaning, I suppose, 
that they are rich, and do not find it ne¬ 
cessary to engage in any occupation what¬ 
ever. 

At the Convention of the Empire 
State Association of Deaf-Mutes, held 
at Ithaca, N. Y., August, 1869, some 
one offered the resolution, “That farm¬ 
ing is tho most profitable and most inde¬ 
pendent occupation in which a deaf-mute 
can be engaged,” and I, for one, second 
that resolution most heartily.

An exhibition was held in the Chapel 
of tho New York Institute, on Tuesday, 
20th May, in connection with the an¬ 
nual meeting for the election of direc¬ 
tors.
